When -Jules St* Germain*©, a Long John show affiliate, 
had decoded these into a teletype cipher resoage, and when Kajor Voya Skakich 
of the U.3. Air force came to interrogate rue about my interest in these, I 
began to see the light. Ky articles in various issues of Moseley*3 "Saucer 
Mews" during 1947 "rid 194-5 showed the transition in my thinking, and the idea 
of psychological warfare, being played ty the CIA (against whom?), seemed more 
and more to be the real explanation of the whole saucer riddle. It even be¬ 
came apparent that many saucer magazines were cot being written to circulate 
to the r (purported) ordinary 'Saucer fan 1 readership, but wore really being 
written and circulated lo convey who " 3 : icor activity news" re those cn the 
inside of the research, some of whom co bo expected to be enemy agents who 
were supposed to be believing and extracting the "american secret device" 
hokum from the Gtoi'ies. 

The- man I feel sorriest for in all this 1' Major Keyhoe. He has been Ill- 
used by the CIA, and is still being fed stor.es to relay to the public. In 
"Flying Saucers--Top Secret", pages 18-20, be thinks he is telling a story of 
actual interplanetary saucer sighting, when it is obvious that the co.se he 
v-JOcribCB la a ‘dress rehearsal" of a psychological warfare gimmick which 
"simulates" a flying soucer, (to "scare crews of enemy planes(?))

RE: ALBERT K. BENDER

Dear Fellow Seeker of UFO Truths: 

For almost a decade I have been trying to get the answers to a mystery which 
to me has represented the most intriguing part of my years of UFO research. To me 
it was important because I felt that the solution to this one particular enigma 
might SOLVE THE ENTIRE FLYING SAUCER MYSTERY. 

In 1956 I wrote a book, "They Knew Too Much About Flying Saucers,” which 
told all I knew at that time about this enigma. 

In this book I told how a personal friend, ALBERT K. BENDER, had formed one 
of the earliest research organizations called The International Flying Saucer 
Bureau, in Bridgeport, Conn. The organization rapidly grew and soon had branches 
and members all over the world. 

SUDDENLY THE IFSB CL0SED1 Bender, its director, told me and a few other 
close associates that HE HAD FOUND OUT THE SOLUTION TO THE SAUCER MYSTERY, but 
was visited by three men in dark clothing who frightened him severly and warned 
him not to disclose his secret. Bender closed down the organization, announcing 
this in a cryptic issue of his publication, ”SPACE REVIEW.” 

In the years since the Shut-down I have done intensive investigation on
